The following letter 
from 
Con­ 
gressm an Fulbright to the Caruth- 
ersville Democrat applies to ¡Sikes­ 
ton as well 
as 
to other cities who 
seek a Federal Building: 
Have just received your letter with 
reference to securing the appropria­ 
tion for a new Post Office Building at 
Caruthersville. 
I have been doing the best I could 
to advance this m atter 
as much as 
possible but I am frank to say that 
there is little or no chance whatever 
of securing an appropriation of 
this 
kind during the present session 
of 
Congress. 
In fact, I am quite sure 
there is going to be no authorizations 
made for appropriations of this char­ 
acter for the purpose of erecting pub­ 
lic building^ anywhere. 
You perhaps .know th a t Mr. L ang­ 
ley, Chairm an of 
the Committee on 
Public Buildings 
and Grounds, has 
been indicted both in W ashington and 
in Kentucky and he has, so I am in­ 
formed, requested 
the 
Com m itttee 
not to act on any m aters of 
this 
character until his cases are dispos­ 
ed of in Kentucky. 
It is ahjo reported th a t President 
Coolidge is unalterably opposed 
to 
the authorization of public buildings 
of this character at this time, aitho 
he is sponsoring a building program 
involving the expenditures 
of F ifty 
Million Dollars in W ashington, D. C„ 
a ?one. 
Congress will refuse, in my 
opinion, to 
authorize 
the 
building 
program in W ashington, D. C., that 
the resident desires unless authoriza­ 
tions for public buildings throughout 
the country is provided for at 
the 
sam e time. 
This being the ease 
it 
looks as though there will be no pros­ 
pect of a 
building 
program being 
authorized during 
the 
present ses­ 
sion. 
The President w ants an exten­ 
sive building program in W ashing­ 
ton, D. C., but not throughout 
the 
country and I am quie sure Congress 
will refuse this program unless 
a 
building program for the entire coun­ 
try is coupled with the D C. building 
program . 
If this is done it is 
un­ 
derstood the President wouM veto the 
bill. 
To sum the 
m atter up, P resi­ 
dent Coolidge and the adm inistration 
are oipposed to any building program 
except in W ashington, and a building 
program such as many of us hoped 
for early in the session, in my opin­ 
ion, is already doomed. 
There has been no General Build­ 
ing Bill passed since 
1913 although 
some 
erroneous 
im pressions 
have 
gotten abroad. 
I noticed in your p a­ 
per some weeks ago, an article to the 
effect th at Judge Driver, Congress­ 
man from A rkansas in the D istrict 
just south of us, had secured an ap­ 
propriation for one of his towns and, 
of course, you would necessarily won­ 
der why it could not be gotten else­ 
where. 
The truth of the m atter was 
the 
authorization 
for 
this building 
in 
Judge D river’s D istrict was 
gotten 
through Congress in 1913. 
The ap ­ 
propriation was made 
in 
1916 and 
was held up on account of the 
high 
cost of building m aterial and labor. 
Judge Driver got the authorities 
to 
revise the specications of the build­ 
ing so th at it could be erected w ith­ 
in the appropriation th at was made 
in 1946 
which 
had been set 
aside 
for th at purpose. 
Judge Driver was 
telling me th at when the bids for this 
•building was let th at publicity 
was 
given it in various towns throughout 
the district and the idea became cur­ 
rent th at he had ju st recently secured 
an appropriation for th a t purpose, as 
a result of which he was bombarded 
from towns from all over his district 
asking for an appropriation of a sim­ 
ilar character until he said he had to 
prepare a statem ent and publish 
it 
throughout his district in order to ex­ 
plain the situation. 
I am inclined to believe, th at if it 
had not been for the trouble th a t Mr. 
Langley got into and the opposition 
of resident Coolidge we would have 
had a building program on the 
way 
and Caruthersville 
would have been 
included, but oil, liquor 
perm its and 
Bureau scandals 
have 
operated 
to 
stifle progress in many directions. In 
fact, it has become so effective that 
the present adm inistration has 
a l­ 
most ceased to function. 
A new ad ­ 
m inistration and new life is neces­ 
sary for the proper and efficient ad­ 
m inistration of governm ental affairs.

the soil. 
This spacing has been very 
th roughly tested and proved profit­ 
able 
and 
practical. 
Cultivation 
should be frequent and shallow with 
cotton sweeps or shovels on the cul­ 
tivator. 
Corn shovels and disc culti­ 
vators 
are 
somewhat 
risky 
and 
should be use<f by a careful man. Un­ 
less weeds and grass get very bad, 
scraping or barring off is not neces­ 
sary. 
If it becomes necessary, 
the 
farm er should 
run 
the plow very 
shallow and sloping with the bed to 
prevent cutting roots and follow with 
a cultivator s#s soon as possible 
to 
prevent excessive loss 
of 
m oisture 
through evaporation.

These proposals would authorize

tvvo-cent a gallon tax on gasoline us­ 
ed for m otor vehicle fuel, a 50 per 
cent increase 
in 
automobile license 
fese, and sale of the $45,000,000 
bal­ 
ance of the $60,000,000 road bond is­ 
sue a t the rate of $15,000,000 a year, 
which would perm it speeding up con­ 
struction.

but none in 1925.

Gov. Hyde,

The following letter 
from 
Con­ 
gressman Fulbright to the Caruth- 
ersville Democrat applies to Sikes­ 
ton as well 
as 
to other cities who 
seek a Federal Building: 
Have just received your letter with 
reference to securing the appropria­ 
tion for a new Post Office Building at 
Caruthersville. 
I have been doing the best I could 
to advance this m atter 
as much as 
possible but I am frank to say that 
there is little or no chance whatever 
of securing an appropriation of 
this 
kind during the present session 
of 
Congress. 
In fact, I am quite sure 
there is going to be no authorizations 
made for appropriations of this char­ 
acter for the purpose of erecting pub­ 
lic building^ anywhere. 
You perhaps .know that Mr. Iaing- 
ley, Chairman of 
the Committee on 
Public Buildings 
and Grounds, has 
been indicted both in Washington and 
in Kentucky ami he has, so I am in­ 
formed, requested 
the 
Committtee 
not to act on any maters of 
this 
character until his cases are dispos­ 
ed of in Kentucky. 
It is ahio reported that President 
Coolidge is unalterably opposed 
to 
the authorization of public buildings 
of this character at this time, altho 
he is sponsoring a building program 
involving the expenditures 
of Fifty 
Million Dollars in Washington, D. C.t 
alone. 
Congress will refuse, in my 
opinion, to 
authorize 
the 
building 
program in Washington, D. C., that 
the resident desires unless authoriza­ 
tions for public buildings throughout 
the country is provided for at 
the 
same time. 
This being the ease 
it 
looks as though there will be no pros­ 
pect of a 
building 
program being 
authorized during 
the 
present ses­ 
sion. 
The President wants an exten­ 
sive building program in W ashing­ 
ton, D. C., but not throughout 
the 
country and I am quie 3ure Congress 
will refuse this program unless 
c 
building program for the entire coun­ 
try is coupled with the D C. building 
program. 
If this is done it is 
un­ 
derstood the President would veto the 
bill. 
To sum the 
m atter up, Presi­ 
dent Coolidge and the administration 
are opposed to any building program 
except in Washington, and a building 
program such as many of us hoped 
for early in tfae session, in my opin­ 
ion, is already doomed. 
There has been no General Build­ 
ing Bill passed since 
1913 although 
some 
erroneous 
impressions 
have 
gotten abroad. 
I noticed in your pa­ 
per some weeks ago, an article to the 
effect that Judge Driver, Congress­ 
man from Arkansas in the District 
just south of us, had secured an ap­ 
propriation for one of his towns and, 
of course, you would necessarily won­ 
der why it could not be gotten else­ 
where. 
The truth of the m atter was 
the 
authorization 
for 
this building 
in 
Judge Driver’s District was 
gotten 
through Congress in 1913. 
The ap­ 
propriation was made 
in 
1916 and 
was held up on account of the 
high 
cost of building material and labor. 
Judge Driver got the authorities 
to 
revise the sipecications of the build­ 
ing so that it could be erected with­ 
in the appropriation that was made 
in 1916 
which 
had been set 
aside 
for that purpose. 
Judge Driver was 
telling me that when the bids for this 
building was let that publicity 
was 
given it in various towns throughout 
the district and the idea became cur­ 
rent that he had just recently secured 
an appropriation for that purpose, as 
a result of which he was bombarded 
from towns from all over his district 
asking for an appropriation of a sim­ 
ilar character until he said he had to 
prepare a statement and publish 
it 
throughout his district in order to ex­ 
plain the situation. 
I am inclined to believe, that if it 
had not been for the trouble that Mr. 
Langley got into and the opposition 
of resident Coolidge we would have 
had a building program on the way

stifle progress in many directions. In 
fact, it has become so effective that
